The Naval Parade Witnessed by Im- 


mente Crowds—A Work of Peace 


and 
Civilization—The 
Kaiaer 


Wilbelm II. Block! the Canal. 


BBUNBDCTTEL, June 20.—The impe- 


rial yacht Hohenzollern, with the em- 
peror aud his four oldest sons on board, 
passed through the western wtftergate 
of the North Sea canal at S:« this 
morning. 


The entrance to the new waterway 


was beautifully decorated with flags, 
etc., and the approaches were crowded 
with military, students, visitors and 
residents of the vicinity, who cheered 
loudly. The emperor was on deck and 
bowed in response to the ovation he 
received, exhibiting much emotion. 
The Hohenzollern at 4 o'clock cut tho 
thread which had been stretched across 
the entrance to the canal and began 
her passage through to Kiel, the bands 
OD shore playing national airs and the 
crowds cheering. 


As the Hohenzollern came in sight 


of the Iloltenau locks at IS:30 p. m. 
the immense crowd of people on the 
Holtcnau festplatz set up a mighty 
cheer. 


Five minutes later the vessel had 


steamed up to the locks, which she en- 
tered at J2:35. The emperor stood high 
up

mast, 
attired 
in the 
full 


uniform of an admiral of the German 
navy, 
suggesting 
the 
well-known 


picture: 
"With Pull Steam Ahead." 


The bands of the regular and veteran 
troops struck up "Heil Uer Ilieg-er- 
kranz," which the Uaiser acknowl- 
edged by a salute. It was a grand 
spectacle. On each side of the lock 
was drawn up a company of the first 
foot guards of Potsdam, with a band, 
and a company of the kaiser's Flens- 
burg regiment were lined on the north 
shore in front of the harbor office, 
with the Marine band. 
The admirals 


and generals stood upon the center 
rampart which divides the sections of 
the loclc. The immense crowd kept np 
continuous cheering as the Hohenzol- 
lern passed through and went to her 
anchorage, followed by the 
Kaiser 


Adler. 


A Work of Peaoe and Civilization. 


KIEL, June 30.—Dr. Hamann, of the 


foreign office, received a number of 
representatives of the Uerinan and for- 
eign press on board the steamer Prinz 
W'aldemar this 
morning. 
In 
the 


course o£ his welcoming address he 
said: "I believe that in following the 
events upon this occasion you will see 
things as they are meant and interpret 
them in the light ot the words of the 
emperor in his speech lost, evening, 
when he said that tliib groat enter- 
prise is a work of peace and civiliza- 
tion." 


After the journalistic guests had 


been welcomed, the Prinz Waldeinar 
btearoed through the lines of war ships 
anchored in the harbor.

The Cry of Better Times. 


Nothing could be much more ridicu 


IOUB than the plea made in some Demo- 
cratic papers that the tariff can cut no 
ligure in the coming campaign because 
prosperity ia coming under a Democratic 
administration. 
IB the first place i: 


this be logical and true and not subject 
to easy and complete refutation, why 
don't the Democratic party willingly go 
into the campaign upon that proposition! 
Why is it that the campaigners ot that 
persuasion are trying to shelve the tarif 
question and make the free coinage o: 
silver at the ratio of 1C to 1 the issue? 


The facts are that every man who 


knows anythi ng, knowe that the Demo 
cratic campaigners for years prior to 1892 
11 ud with greater emphasis ia that year 
told the people that a return of the 
Democratic party to full power, and the 
enactment of a tariff for revenue only 
would bring prosperity to the country 
that capital would get better returne 
and the workingman would be better 
rewarded for his labor than under the 
period of protective tariff. 
This mean 


that times would be better than they 
were in 1892.* 


The Democratic party was returnee 


to polver with its threats to enact its 
policies into law, an d the result was, nol 
better times, but the greatest business 
depression 
and

and labor waa infinitely greater than the 
cost of the civil war. There was no im 
provement for the better until the Wil- 
son tariff bill was passed and the coun 
try knew the extent of the injurious 
legislation that party would g-ive it. It 
was then that business began adjusting 
itself to the new and adverse conditions. 
This was, of course, an improvement 
over the general suspension of business 
which was the result of the Democratic 
victory of 1832. Next came the sweep- 
ing Republican victory of 1894. This 
was in the nature of an assurance on the 
part of the people that the party that 
legislated against American prosperity 
would be permanently retired from 
power and would be powerless to do 
fur- 


ther harm, and the impiovement 
business was accelerated. 
* 


These improvements are what the 


Democratic press and campaigners as 
same are due to the Wilson tariff act, an 
act which the Democratic president and 
nearly every Democratic speaker de- 
nounced as a fraud in 1894. 


But they say prosperity IB coming un- 


der a Democratic administration. They 
promised to give the country better times 
than it enjoyed in 1B!W. Have they done 
it? No; and buch prosperity cannot bo 
realized under the new tariff act. It 
provides for the importation of too many 
products and wares that we should aud 
must make for ourselves, as we were do 
ing in 1892 when wo had real prosperity. 
So this plea that, prosperity is coming 
under the Democratic administration! 
with the implication that it is due to 
Democratic legislation, is exceedingly 
weak. In order to place the country 
sack where it waa in 1892 it must .have 
an American tariff bill, made for Ameri- 
cans, that will create a demand for 
American labor instead ot stimulating a 
demand for labor in Europe, and such a 
tariff as will create a home market by 
making it possible for our people to buy. 


The National League Convention. 


It has always been a question with 


the more considerate class of Republi- 
cans, what possible good can come out 
of the national meeting ot Republican 
clubs? It is very clear that unless the 
national meeting is a representative 
meeting of the voters of the party, 
which it is not, and does not pretend to 
tie, it has no right to formulate a policy 
lor the party. If it has no such right, 
what good purpose pan it serve? State 
meetings may ue all right. They could 
not succeed without being represents 
tive to a very large degree, but the pres- 
ent national meeting and the attempt of 
the free-ail verites to force the meeting 
to express itself on the money question 
shows that such meetings might be 
made very dangerous to party harmony, 
while as a matter of fact not being in 
any sense representative. The national 
Republican convention is the only body 
that represents the party as a whole. 
That body is made up of delegates se- 
lected by the voters of the party.

These com 
panics report total surplus funds aggre 
gating 9141,209,691 more than their tota 
liabilities, and total net incomes aggre 
gating 876,926,084 over their expenditures.

Illinois to bo S152,732.'207, and the Bf- 
teen assessment accident companies re 
port the aggregate amount of their Illi- 
nois policies to be $4,310,300.

beneficiary companies in the state and 
their Illinois business amounts tc 9343,

League— Gen. McAlpin Unanimous- 


ly Elected President—He I* Alto 


Robbed «t Hit Hotel. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 20.—The work 


of the eighth convention of the Na- 
tional League of Republican clubs was 
practically ended to-night at 6 o'clock 
when the committee on resolutions fin- 
ished its deliberations and formulated 
its address a few minutes before the 
convention, after an all-day session, 
adjourned until to-morrow morning at 
10 o'clock. Had It remained in session 
• short time longer, the report would 
have gone before it and a speedy dis- 


, position might hare been made. 


The report was not a surprise. 
As 


•was predicted, it leaves everything to 
the next National Republican conven- 
tion. Neither the money question nor 
the tariff question are even remotely 
referred to 
The report U based on an 


old article of the National League of 
Republican clubs, which provides that 
the league shall not intermeddle in any 
way with affairs which come properly 
•within the province of the convention 
This rule is No. 13 and reads as fol- 
lows: 


"This league shall not in any man- 


ner endeavor to influence the action of 
&ny national, state, countv or munici- 
pal convention, nor shall it indicate, 
as a league, any preference for any 
candidate before any political conten- 
tion, nor shall it, as a league, recom- 
mend any person as an applicant for 
any official position 


It was 11 o'clock before the conven- 


tion was called to order by President 
Tracy. The delegates weru present in 
force, but there was a lack of inter- 
est on account of the overshadowing 
importance of the meeting- of the com- 
mittee on resolutions in session at the 
Hollenden hotel. 
The 'Committee on 


credentials was the first to report. It 
reported that there was only one 
contest, and that was in South Caro- 
lina, but recommended for the sake of 
harmony that both contestants be 
seated. The committee on rules re- 
ported that the rules formulated by 
Thomas B. Reed were good enough for 
them. Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, 
said he understood Warner Miller, of 
New York, was in theciAv, and he was 
jsure the convention would like to hear 
from the ex-seHator. A committee was 
Bent for Mr. Miller, who addressed the 
convention. 


Resolutions being next in order. Mr. 


Blackwell, of Massachusetts, called 
for an indorsement of woman suffrage, 
which called forth loud cries of "no, 
no," He then offered another resolu- 
tion arraigning the democratic party 
•for not talcing action in regard to the 
Armenian atrocities. 
Then resolu- 


tions began to pour in like rain, as 
fast as the clerk could read them. 
They provided for 
sympathy with 


Cuba, for pensions for the working- 
man, for free silver and for almost ev- 
erything else which conventions dis- 
cuss. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion of the convention letters and tel- 
egrams were read from various promi- 
nent persons declining the invitation 
to be present, amoup them being Sen- 
ator W. E 
Allison, of Iowa; John 


Grant, chairman of the Texas state 
executive committee; James S. Clarlc- 
soii, ot Iowa; Henry Cabot Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, .T. hloat Fassett, of 
Eliuira, N. Y ; Senator R O. Wolcott, 
of Colorado; Chauneey M. Depew, of 
New York; T. B. Reed, of Maine, and 
Coy. William McKinley. 


The roll of states was called, and 


those who did not have a chance to in- 
troduce resolutions in the morning 
came to the front in the after noon. 


Resolutions were introduced making 


bids for the next National Republican 
convention by delegates from Milwau- 
kee, Buffalo and Charleston, S. C ; re- 
citing that New Mexico should have 
"been made a state, but was retarded 
by a democratic congress, and number- 
less financial resolutions, some of a 
jocular nature 
One delegate wanted 


•fifty cents worth of silver declared 
to be a dollar's worth, and six- 
cent cotton made twelve by law, and 
another in a resolution said that so 
long as resolutions had been intro- 
duced that the republican party regu- 
late everything on earth. It be also 
authorized to look into the case of the 
war between China and Japan. Reso- 
lutions for both gold and silver fell on 
the cler k's desk like leaves in the au- 
tumn. 


The committee on league organiza- 


tions reported. No new recommenda- 
tions were made. 


Chairman Nnple, of the committee 


on time and place, reported that the 
members had agreed to unanimously 
recommend Milwaukee as the nextplace 
of meeting, the time to be fixed by the 
exeeutive committee after the national 
convention. 


John T. Kelly thanked the conven- 


tion for the honor, and assured them 
the delegates would be made welcome 
next year. 


The roll of states was then called 


and vice-presidents and executive com- 
mltteemen respectively named. 


The committee on resolutions not 


being ready to report, the rules were 
suspended and the league proceeded to 
the election of officers. 


George E. Green, of New York, arose 


to nominate Adjt-Gen. E. A. McAlpin 
for the presidency. He said: 


"I know that a speech is unneces-

New South Wales is the oldest colony 


in the Australian group and had the 
honor of organizing the first Woman's 
Christian Temperance union on their 
side of the globe. Nearly every de- 
partment so far taken up has been 
pushed. There are ten young women's 
societies with a membership of bright, 
intelligent, musical, educated, cul- 
tured young women. 


There are fifty-five local unions in 


New South Wales, with a membership 
of nearly 300 in the young women's 
unions. 
Over 300 public meetings 


have been held and nearly 400 pledges 
taken. There are fifty-seven unions 
in South Australia, with a member- 
ship of 1,600 women and 400 honorary 
members. 


The Loyal Temperance Legion de- 


partment has received a great impe- 
tus 
Thirty-one departments of work 


are in active operation, and many oth- 
ers are being prosecuted in various lo- 
calities. 


The work in the Hawaiian islands 


is maintained, although there are but 
few 
societies. 
There is a young 


women's society in Honolulu, and two 
juvenile bands, one of white children 
and one for native Hawaiians. A new 
temperance law, which is being pre- 
pared by committees of the Women's 
Christian Temperance union, Young- 
Men's Christian Association and the 
church 
in Honolulu 
will 
be 
a 


great improvement upon the Sunday- 
closing laws. Prohibition is out of the 
question in Hawaii yet. 


The following lines of work have 


been taken up in Tasmania: (scientific 
instruction, which has met with much 
encouragement; hygiene and heredi- 
tary and press work. The press has 
keen liberal, reporting meetings well. 


Two petitions are in circulation, one 


against further and indiscriminate li- 
cense being- given, and one with a 
view to disallow barmaids in the hun- 
dreds of drinking dens. There are 
twenty-six European and seven native 
unions in India, with a probable total 
membership of 3,000. 


The dominion of Canada reports 442 


local societies with a membership ot 
7,810 
Thirty-five young women's un- 


ions and 117 Loyal Temperance Le- 
gions have been organized. Thirty- 
two departments of work are carried 
on, thus covering all the different 
lines of work of the Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance union 


The Women's Christian Temperance 


union at Philipopolis is the only one in 
Bulgaria at present affiliated with the 
World's Women's Christian Temper-

The Hulgarians spetifl more than 


100,000,000 francs for drinlc :ind only 
4,000,000 for education. In Philipopo- 
lis there are more than 400 haloons, the 
inhabitants numberiug 3S.OOO

HARVARD
